“The evidence portrays a man who has 
been virtually a pathological liar when it 
comes to his history, background and 
achievements,” the judge continued. 

Breckenridge agreed with defense argu¬ 
ments that the 37-year-old ex-Scientologist 
was justified in giving the materials to attor¬ 
neys because of the church’s “fair game” 
policy of attacking its enemies. 

Armstong was sued by the church and 
Mary Sue Hubbard, the founder’s wife, for 
taking the sensitive papers without permis¬ 
sion. He obtained them in his role as an ar¬ 
chivist while accumulating material for a 
writer who was preparing a biography of the 
church founder. 

Armstrong, who was a church member 
from 1969-1981, was also sued for invading 
the privacy of Mrs. Hubbard because some 
of the material is personal. But Brecken¬ 
ridge found that the invasion was “slight” 
and awarded no monetary damages to her. 
L. Ron Hubbard has reportedly been in self- 
imposed seclusion for four years and was not 
a party to the suit. 

Church attorneys Barry Litt and John Pe¬ 
terson denounced the ruling. Litt said the de¬ 
cision “is a product of prejudice.”
